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AREA NEWS RELEASE 


Captain L..R..Ralsh (USN), Chief of the Radio Frequency Branch for the U.S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, writing in the November, 1963, issue of "'Signal,'! 
reports that the latest Conference of the Internationai Telecommunications 
Union (ITU) has made a number of recommendations affecting the frequencies 
between 4 and 27.5 mes. 


While the ITU's recommendations affect non-amateur radio services, they 

are considered important in that partIcular emphasis was placed on speeding 
up conversion of these HF operations to SSB and on other matters, to 
improve efficiency in the use of the HF radio spectrum. 


"Aithough the 1959 conference recommended the use of DSB be discontinued in 
the fixed services below 30 mcs by 1 January 1970,'' Raish reported, ''the 
panel recommended that these dates be moved up to | January 1967 for cir- 
cuits with an average power of 100 watts or more.'! 


In the maritime mohIle service, the date of 1 January 1973 was set for com- 
pletion of the conversion of ship radio telephone stations to SSB. The 
Special Aeronautical Conference, being convened in 1964, was urged to take 
up the possibility of an early conversion to SSB in the HF aeronautical 
mobile bands. 


"An obvious means of relieving congestion in the HF soectrum is to reduce 
the number of operations on these frequencies,'' Raish continued. ''The 
capabilities and 99.99 percent reliability of radio relay systems above 
1000 kcs were pointed out and the conference recommended their use to 
replace HF systems where possible.'! 


in the field of short wave broadcasting, the panel noted that approximately 
6500 frequency-hours are used for internal national services, which for the 
most part involve only short ranges. The panel recommended that broadcast- 
ing services which could be accommodated in other parts of the radio spec- 
trum should be removed from the 5950-26100 ke band by 1970 and, beginning 
in 1967, no new broadcasting services should be permitted in this band if 
other parts of the spectrum could meet the required uses.!!
